Applicant filed 
the instant petition wherein Applicant avers non-receipt of the 
Notice. In addition to copies of applicant's file jacket and 
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docket records, Applicant provides a copy of the application file 
history and what is putatively a copy of the application papers. 

Analysis and conclusion 

Applicant is advised that the application became abandoned, as 
indicated in the copy of the file history provided by applicant, 
for failure to reply to the Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due, 
and Notice of Allowability, mailed December 18, 2000. 

Applicant has failed to demonstrate non-receipt of the Notices, and 
failed to demonstrate that a timely reply to the Notices was filed.
